WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
—An assertion by Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, that the 
United States may shoulder 
world-wide obligations by helping 
Greece sharpened congressional 
attention today on President Tru- 
man’s promised report on the 
Mediterranean diplomatic crisis. 

The President will go before a 
joint session of the House and 
Senate at noon (St. Louis time) 
tomorrow for a policy statement 
which members seem certain to 
weigh word by word before they 
reach any decisioa to pump Amer- 
ican dollars and prestige into 
Greece and Turkey. 

There were strong indications 
that the form in which Truman 
couches any proposal to help the 
two countries may tip the scales 
for or against American inter- 
vention at the strategic backdoor 
of Europe. 

From what they learned at 
White House conferences, legisla- 
tive leaders have concluded the 
President will recommend a loan 
of $250,000,000 for Greece and a 
credit of $150,000,000 for turkey to 
bolster those two nation’s econ- 
omy at home, help meet the cost 
of maintaining their armed forces.

NEW YORK, March 11 (AF) 
A navigator sighting on the stars

SECURITY COUNCIL RETURNS 
ATOM ISSUE TO COMMISSION 


Acts Unanimously After Austin Make ‘ 
Vigorous Denial That U. S. Seeks 
a Monopoly.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. ., March 
1l—The United States was suc- 


cessful today in its affort to return 
the task of work! out controls 
for atomic energy from the United 
Nations Security Council to the 
U.N. Atomic Energy Commission. 

In a rare display of unanimity, 
the Council gave approval last 
night to a motion by United States 
Delegate Warren R. Austin to send 
back to the 12-nation commission 
the “progress report” the commis- 
sion had sent to the Council last 
December. 

Belgium, France, Colombia, Aus- 
tralia and China in turn indorsed 
United States suggestions for in- 
ternational atom control. They 
praised American motives, in con- 
tradiction of Russian allegations 


that the United States sought to 
establish a monopoly of atomic 
power. 

Before the discussion ended, 
Austin and Andrei A. Gromyko 
of the Soviet Union were involved 
in a long discussion concerning 
the words “treaty” and “conven- 
tion.” They finally agreed that 
both were subject to definition, ac- 
cording to language and custom. 

On that note the meeting ad- 
journed. 

None were able to determine if 
progress toward agreement had 
been reached or whether the 
United States and Soviet Russia 
were equally determined that an 
atomic accord was beyond human 
comprehension, 

Earlier Austin had delivered a 
vigorous reply to the Russian 
charges that American proposals 
were directed at creating a United 
States monopoly.

Enough money has ‘been spent 
on the Federal Public Housing 
Authority “homes for veterans” 
project in Last St. Louis, where 
10 housing units are under con- 


struction, to have built a total 
of 38 units of the same. type, 
building cost experts told the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

In other words, 28 veterans and 
their families have been deprived 
of housing because of the high 
cost of the 10 units actually be- 
ing completed in the 400 block on 
Third street in East St. Louis. 

If these housing units were to 
be put on a self-liquidating basis, 
it was estimated, a rental of 
about $170 a month would have to 
be charged for each of them. For 
this rental, veterans would have 
the privilege of living in corru- 
gated iron barracks, crowded to- 
gether in a slum area next to the 
railroad tracks. 

Undersized Rooms. 

Each apartment consists of an 
undersized living-dining room 
with a kitchen in one end; two 
undersized bedrooms and a bath- 
room with a shower, but no tub. 
Floors are soft wood with no un- 
derflooring, there are no base- 
ments; walls are plain wallboard, 
with tiny windows set so high an 
adult cannot look out. 

Built as temporary housing, the 
structures must be removed with- 
in two years after the end of the 
national emergency. The rental 
estimate of $170 a month assumes 
they would have a life of three 
years, but does not allow any 
charge for land costs, taxes, main- 
tenance, management or vacan- 
cies. 

Actually, no announcement has 
been made of rents to be charged. 
Presumably the Government will 
absorb most of the cost. Units 
now being completed are to be 
rented to Negro veterans and 
their families. 

Each of the barracks buildings, 
containing two housing units, is 
costing a total of $11,175, by fig- 
ures furnished by the FPHA and 
the George L. Cousins Contract- 
ing Co. of St. Louis, which 
is doing the construction job on 
a “cost plus a fixed fee” basis. 
This cost does not include any 
land charge or the cost of clear-

NANKING, March 11 (UP)— 
Foreign Minister Wang Shih- 
chieh announced today that China 
refuses to agree to inclusion of 
Chinese internal affairs on the 
Moscow conference agenda of the 
Big Four foreign ministers, His 
statement followed Russian For- 
eign Minister V. M. Molotov’s 
proposal yesterday to raise the 
Chinese question at the confer- 

Wang pointed out that China 
has membership on the Council 
of Foreign Ministers. He empha- 
sized China's previous objections 
to the discussion by the Big Four 
of Far Eastern matters in China's 
absence. He stressed that Brit- 
ain, France und the United States 
had supported China’s objections 
and added that Russia had not 
objected to China’s position. 

“It cannot be overstressed that 
the internal problems of any state 
represented on the Council of 
Foreign Ministers do not lie with- 
in the scope of deliberations by 
the Council,” he said in a public 
statement. “The Chinese Govern- 
ment will not in any manner 
agree to the inclusion of such 
problems in the agenda.” 

A Foreign Office source indl- 
cated that China would not con- 
sider an invitation to Moscow to 
discuss Chinese problems even if 
such an invitation were issued, 
Some office officials said the Chi- 
nese Government would not con- 
sider itself bound by any Big Four 
decision on China in which it has 
not participated. 

Wang said China had not been 
advised officially of Molotov's pro- 
posal. 

Many quarters in Nanking be- 
lieved that the proposal was u 
forerunner of open Soviet diplo- 
matic support for the Chinese 
Communists.

ence, and Soviet acceptance wags 
indicated, 

Bevin turned down a suggestion 
by Russian Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov that after the extra- 
council meetings on China, with 
France excluded, the three powers 
should issue a communique, 

Bevin suggested that it would 
be improper even to discuss the 
question of adding the Chinese sit- 
uation to the Moscow agenda 
without China being represented, 
Marshall concurred. 

Molotov indicated that Russia: 
would agree to discussion of China 
outside the curre 
sultations here. 

Remarks by Molotov. 

He said he only intended to sug» 
est an informal meeting yester- 
ay, when at the opening of the 
four-power conference on Ger- 
many and Austria he proposed 
that the Chinese question be add- 
ed to the program. He added, 
however, that he still thought that 
since the public was interested in 


' 


the matter, a communique should 


be issued on the consultations. 

The discussion of China ended 
after Bevin said the question 
should not be discussed at a 
Council of Foreign Ministers’ 
meeting without China, 

Molotov’s proposal yesterda 
was that the three powers whi 
signed the agreement on China 
here in November 1945, report to 
the Council now on the progress 
in fulfilling the agreement. France 
was not represented at that meet- 
ing, and this was the ground for 
the suggestion that the French be 
left out of the informal discussion 
of the matter now. 

While no final decision was 
reached, it appeared that infor- 
mal three-power discussions on 
China would be held during the 
stay of the ministers here. 

Statement by Marshall. 

When the China topic came up, 
Marshall made a short statement 
which concluded: | 

“T will be pleased to exchange 
with Mr. Molotov and Mr. Bevin 
while I am in Moscow—but not in 
the council of foreign ministers—~ 
information concerning any provi- 
sions of the Moscow declaration.” 

Marshall also said in the state 
ment: 

“The three-power declaration re- 
garding China, made at Moscow 
in 1945, was not a declaration of 
the Council of Ministers but ef the 
foreign secretaries of the U.. S. R., 
the United Kingdom and the Unit- 
ed States. 

“It would be improper, in my 
opinion, to put upon the agenda of 
the Council any item concerning 
China without China, as a mem- 
ber of the Council, being present 
and participating in the determ- 
ination of the agenda as well as in 
any subsequent discussion. 

“The Moscow declaration eon- 
fined itself to a statement of the 
attitude of the powers in respect 
to troops in China.” 

Molotov said he had only an ex- 
change of information on China in 
mind, and did not see why the 
three could not engage in it. In 
view of the attitude of the other 
three ministers, Molotov said he 
would not insist on placing it on

Isaacs said the Government 
planned to drain off able man- 
power from the nation’s organ- 
ized gambling industry “by agree- 
ment and co-operation.”

This new group, under a chief 
not yet named, would work along 
the lines of a wartime joint pro- 
duction staff, the Board of Trade 
president said.

That means a 
great deal to this country, since 
American firms now hold conces- 
sions to exploit the oil. The tax 
income to the United States will 
run into billions of dollars. 

“The king—and he is a king in 
the old sense of the word, an ab- 
solute monarch—is wholly favor- 
able to our operations. He told 
us: The English are my good 


friends, but the Americans are my 
partners.’ When oil production 
over there reaches its peak he will 
have an income of about $40,000,- 
000 a year in royalties.” 

Sverdrup displayed the complete 
regalia of an Arabian nobleman, 
presented to him by King Saud.

“We were treated like royal 
princes, but the king himself is 
a real king,” the engineer said.

If he had been born in 
this country he wouldn't be a king, 
but he certainly would have been 
a leader.” 


Asked if the engineers’ wives 
also had been provided with spe- 
cial clothing for appearances be- 
fore the king, Sverdrup laughed 
heartily, ag did Mrs. Sverdrup. 
‘Our women folk didn’t get with- 
in miles of the capital,” he ex- 
plained. “Occidental women sim- 
ply aren't permitted there. The 
only exception was a woman doc- 
tor—a Dr. Ames. She is employed 
by the oil companies and is per- 
mitted to enter the capital to treat 
the women of the king’s harem.” 


Mrs. Sverdrup said she and the 
other wives stayed at an oil com- 
pany guest house in Dhahran and 
spent considerable time touring 
the country—outside the capital 
city. “We visited Cairo, too, and 
a lot of other interesting places 
—had a wonderful time,” she said. 
“There are about 1400 Americans 
at Dhahran, most of them oil com- 
pany people and their families.” 

At Dhahran and its nearby port, 
Dammahn, Sverdrup and his group 
already have started construction 
of $18,000,000 in projects for the 
oil firm, he said. These include a 
seven-mile-long pier into the Per- 
sian Gulf, 15 miles of railroad, 100 
miles of roads, two hospitals and a 
housing development. Negotiations 
are under way for about $50,000,- 
000 more in construction contracts 
in that area. 

A third phase of the American 
engineers’ activities in the country 
are about $50,000,000 in contracts 
with the Arabian Government to 
modernize the country by provid- 
ing electric, water and sewer sys- 
tems, build a 3380-mile railroad 
from Riyadh to the Persian Gulf 
and construct piers at various 
ports.

Hartley, House Labor 
Group Head, Says He 
Will Offer Bill to Bar 
Reds as ‘Menace.’ 


— 


WASHINGTON, March 11 (AP) 
Secretary of Labor Schwellen- 
bach today advocated outlawing 
the Communist party in the 
United States and Representative 
Hartley (Rep.), New Jersey, 
promised to introduce legislation 
to that end. 

Hartley, chairman of the Slouse 
Labor Committee, told reporters 
he would introduce the legisia- 
tion because “Communism is a 
menace to everything I hold 
dear.” 


His committee, holding hearings 
on proposed changes in labor- 
management laws, has heard vari- 
ous witnesses say Communist in- 
fluences exist in the labor ion 


movement. While the committee 


is concerned primarily with that 
phase of Communist activity, 
Hartley said it would be unfair 
to introduce legislation “pointing 
to Communism and labor | 
alone.” 

He said he will have to find out 
whether a constitutional amend- 
ment would be required to wipe 
out the Communist party but he 
hoped it could be done by a 
simple act of Congress. 


Schwellenbach's Testimony, 


Schwelfenbach told the commit- 
tee that firing Communists from 
positions of leadership in unions 
“doesn't go far enough.” 

“Why should we recognize the 
Communist party in the United 
States?“ Schwellenbach asked. 
“Why should they be able to elect 
people to public office and, theo- 
retically, elect members of Con- 
gress?” 

He went before the committee 
to discuss bills to change the labor 
laws. He predicted that strikes 
will be “drastically curbed” this 
year, but said some of the pro- 
posals before the committee might 
promote industrial “chaos and 
strife” instead, 

“What's wrong with giving em- | 
ployers the right to fire Commu- 
nists or subversive individuals?” 
Representative Landis (Rep.), 
Indiana, asked, 

“Theoretically,” Schwellenbach 
said, “I agree with you entirely.” 

Hard to Prove Charges. 


He recited difficulties he said 
the Government has in pinning 
down Communist charges against 
its own workers, even when the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
presents a case to the department 
involved. 

He said six persons had been 
discharged by the Labor Depart- 
ment, but that it is almost im- 
possible to learn when a man is a 
Communist. 

“One of the first things a Com- 
munist learns,” he said, “is to deny 
he is one. Now when the United 
States Government can’t find 
out———.” 

He said he doesn't see why 
unions should be singled out to 
expel Communists when it is pos- 
sible for the party to elect mem- 
bers to Congress. 

Records show that the Com- 
munist party in the 1946 election 
had two candidates for the United 
States Senate—in Indiana and 
Virginia; seven candidates for the 
House of Representatives—four in 
New Jersey, two in Michigan and 
one in Connecticut, and for Gov- 
ernor in New Jersey.

The barracks buildings them- 
selves were obtained free of 
charge, as Army surplus, and in- 
cluded an undetermined quantity 
of usable lumber. 

On the 10 housing units now be- 
ing completed, a total of $55,876 
has been spent. Another $40,717 
has been sunk into a second hous- 
ing site, for white veterans, at 
Twenty-fourth street and St. Clair 
avenue. Work has been started 
there on 10 buildings, to house 20 
veterans and their families. Con- 

struction was halted for “lack of 
} funds.” 


Thus a total of $96,598 has been 
spent on the whole 8 

After a very thorough analysis 
of the buildings and the current 
building market, the staff of ex- 
perts employed by Roy Wenzlick, 
nationally known real-estate econ- 
omist, today estimated that build- 
ings of the type being constructed 
in East St. Louis could be dupli- 
cated for a cost of not more than 
$5000 each, and perhaps less. 

This would mean that the five 
buildings now being ae 
could have been built for $ . 

The $71,593 left over would have 
been ample to have built 14 more 
buildings, to house 28 veterans and 
their families, by this estimate. 

In arriving at an estimate of 
$5000 for duplicating the conver- 
sion of each barracks. structure 
for housing for two veterans and 
their families, the most conserva- 
tive figures were used, For in- 
stance, after using low-productiv- 
ity estimates on the performance 
of labor for such a job, 381-3 per 
cent was added to labor costs arbi- 
trarily for inefficiency. 

Labor costs, by the expert esti- 
mate, should total $1464. Adding 
one third for inefficiency, labor 
costs should total about $1982. This 
includes labor on the plumbing 
and electric wiring and for paint- 
ing as well as for the building Job 
itself. 

By comparison, the FPHA- con- ees 
tractor figures show a charge of 
$4378 per building for carpenters, ii 
laborers and sheet metal workers, oe 
in addition to separate contracts 
for plumbing, electricity and paint a 
ing. : 

The expert estimate also does 
not taken into consideration the 
fact that a considerable quantity 
of lumber came with the Army 
barracks and was used by the con- 
tractor in the conversion job. 
Furthermore; lumber prices have 
risen since purchases were made 
for the East St. Louis project and 
the expert estimate included the 
higher current prices, rather than 
the prices paid by the contractor. 

At $5000 per building, the cost ot 
the housing project would have 
amounted to about 42 cents per

Occasion- 
ally the batter swings with in- 
creasing force as the competi- 
tion among the fielders becomes 
keener, until observers marvel 
at the fact that there are any 


sound fingers left. 
Pepper games are valuable in 


the training program. They 


loosen muscles and make the 
eyes keen. The casual onlookér 
marvels at the skill with which 
the fielders grab hot line drives 
and grounders, all at short 
range. 

In the afternoon Dyer fre- 
quently divides his players into 
groups for batting practice, The 
pitchers, having had their turn 
at the plate in the morning, will 
shag flies in the outfield When 
they’re not throwing to the hit- 
ters. The infielders will hit for 
half an hour and then the out- 
fielders, Then the regular line- 
up will go into action at the 
plate, hitting for another hour. 
You can’t give the boys too 
much hitting. When all seem 
weary, after infield and outfield 
drill, they'll all perk up at the 
prospect of turning to batting 
practice. 

The morning drill ends at 
11:30 or 12 and after lunch, 
either sandwiches at the park or 
a hot meal back at the hotel— 
the players have their choice— 
the afternoon work starts at 
about two o’clock, Dyer usually 
calls a halt by four o’clock and 
the players are through for the 
day.

Near Riot When 


Bradley 


Wins After Clock Stops 


It was the twenty-sixth victory 
in 31 games for Bradley, which 
will compete in the National Invi- 
tation Tourney in Madison Square 
Garden. 

After Colorado College had led 
throughout, Bradley's 5-foot 5- 
inch Bob Garber hit on three 
quick baskets to cut the margin 
54-52 in the closing minutes. Then 
something went wrong with the 
official clock visible to all. It 
stopped for nearly a minute but 
play continued. In the meantime, 
Colorado College maintained a 
lead, 56-64. 

The clock began running at the 
point it had stopped—with 90 sec- 
onds remaining. The 90 seconds 
were played out, during which 
Dave Humerickhouse sank a free 
throw to cut the Tigers’ lead to 
56-55 and then Ray Ramsey 
dropped in a corner shot in the 
last half minute for a 57-56 Brad- 
ley victory. 

Soon as the game was over, sev- 
eral Colorado College players 
rushed to the officials’ bench and 
attempted to pull the official 
timer, Dr. Harold Gorseline, a 
Bradley professor, onto the floor. 
Spectators tried to protect Gorse- 
line and finally State Troopers 
came and escorted the players to 
the shower room to cool off. 


PEORIA, III., March 11 (AP)—In a game ending in a near riot 
which was broken up by State Police, Bradley University closed its 
regular basketball season last night with a last minute rally—and the 
help of a faulty clock—by beating Colorado College 57-56. 


Colorado College Coach Juan 
Reid said he would not make a 
formal protest of the game. 

Gorseline, professor in the psy- 
chology department, who has been 
official timer at Bradley’s games 
for 11 years, said that the clock 
was inspected after the game and 
was found to have a mechanical 
defect. He said Coach Reid went 
to the Bradley dressing room fol- 
lowing the “ruckus” and apolo- 
gized for his boys’ action. 

“After the game one of the Colo- 
rado College players rushed over 
to the bench and soon the rest fol- 
lowed him,” Groseline said, “There 
was some shoving around, but no 
fists flew and no one was hurt. 
There was certainly no deliberate 
attempt to stop the clock. 

“During the automatic time out 
in the last four minutes I kept 
watching the officials on the floor 
and not the face of the clock. 
When they blew for a time out I 
flipped the switch stopping the 
clock. It was during this time 
that the hands apparently stuck. 
I didn’t know the clock was not 
running and cannot say how long 
it was stopped. Some observers 
said it has been stopped for ja 
minute while others estimated 15 
seconds or so. It was ust one of 
those things that no one could 
help.”

HE postwar period has now entered its most critical phase. 
Events are rapidly moving toward an inevitable crisis, The 
American people have entered the Valley of Decision, IK the 


United States makes full use of the opportunity afforded by its 
position, its power and its resources, it can determine the destinies 


of humanity. 


The nature of the course we 
are going to take will be shown 
by what we decide to do in the 
case of Greece. 

Many persons are protesting 
that, if the United States steps 
in to help the Greek people 
maintain their sovereign inde 
pendence, this country will be 
merely “pulling British chest- 
nuts out of the fire.” What 
these individuals cannot, or will 
not, see is that in the world of 
today the chestnuts are Ameri- 
can as well as British. 


The greatest of all wars has 
brought in its wake the greatest 
political, social and economic up- 
heaval of recorded history. The 
factors which had been determin- 
ing international relations since 
the period of the Napoleonic wars 
have suddenly ceased to exist. The 
era of the Pax Britannica has 
ended. Great Britain is no longer 
able to preserve a balance of pow- 
er in Europe or to play any con- 
siderable part in maintaining in- 
ternational order in the Near East 
or in Asia. 

France has been bled white, The 
smaller countries of Western Ku- 
rope are exhausted and prostrate. 

The prospects for a German 
settlement of a kind which can 
bring order out of chaos and 
terminate the mounting fear and 
uncertainty grow daily less favor- 

able. 

Save in the New World, the 
democratic peoples who have 
been helping to uphold what we 
call western civilization have 
neither the manpower nor the 
material resources needed to 
make it possible for them to co- 
operate in any major struggle 
for its preservation. If it is to 
be saved, it will be saved be- 
cause the American people have 
decided that their own security 
and the safety of their own free 
— depend upon its sur- 
vival. 

The issue could not be plainer. 
If the United States acquiesces 
in an extension of Soviet domi-

It can only be overcome 
when democracy shows itself to be 
positive rather than pallidly nega- 


to accept th the challenge now pre- 
sented, the Soviet government 
will automatically assume world 
leadership. I do not believe that 
either the Russian people or 
their government desire war, or 
are prepared for. war, but if, 
through timidity or indecision, 


No more fatal a mistake could 
be made by the American people 
at this time than to compel their 
government to reduce their armed 
strength. Any present reduction 
in the American budget which will 
result in a decrease in the military 
or financial power of the United 
States, and thus prevent it from 
assuming these new world obliga- 
tions which are incumbent upon it, 
is an open invitation to the rulers 
of the Soviet Union to persist in 
an expapsion policy. 

Until peace settlements are con- 
cluded which can guarantee that 
the legitimate interests of the 
United States will be safeguarded. 
and that a stable international 
order can at length be established, 
the American taxpayer must be 
prepared to assume a heavy bur- 
den.

At first glance, most of this will 
seem to be on the up and up, but 
for one who has been speaking in 
the last several weeks with all 
manner of persons here, in War- 
saw, in Paris and in London, it 
has a hollow ring. The conviction 
grows, instead, that not one of the 
Allies has a “German policy,” al- 
though no responsible official will 
say this in so many words. 

Each of the occupying powers 
has minor officials who think of 
their jobs in terms of what they 
are supposed to be, With evident 
conviction and sincerity, they will 
provide relief, or school books for 
children, or set & postal service go- 
ing, or do any Of the hundreds of 
things that occupation involves, 
but all of this must be within the 
limits prescribed by “high policy,” 
and they have no share in draft- 
ing that. 

Time was during the war when 
the Allies were united in feeling 
that Germany was the problem.“ 

How or why that interval came 
to an end will be for the histo- 
rians of some future day to dis- 
cover. It is sufficient now simply 
to recognize that it has. 

In place of a “German policy,” 
each of the major Allies has some- 
thing else which is bound up in 
four-power rivalries. *Usually it is 
negative. The Russians are anti“ 
Great Britain and sthe United 
States. The western powers are 
“anti” Soviet Union. 

Germany is the stage or battle- 

field where these rivalries make 
physical, daily contact. What hap- 
pens to Germans and Germany 
has ceased to be important in it- 
self. What seems rather to con- 
cern the nations’ high councils is 
how what happens in Germany 
will reflect on big-power relation- 
ships. 
Of the four occupying powers, 
it is the French who seem to 
have the most positive “German 
policy.” It masquerades as “real- 
ism.” Actually, it is a cynical, 
hard-boiled disregard for anything 
except French security. 

France already is negotiating 
with Britain, Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia for a series of alliances 
entirely outside the structure of 
international control and policing 
which the United Nations orig- 
inally proposed, If the trend con-

In Philippines 
Favors | Parity 


Foe of Amendment 
Giving Privileges to 
American Concedes 
Passage.

MANILA, March 11 (AP). 
ILIPINO voters, after a cam- 
paign climaxed by an attempt 
to kill President Manuel Roxas 
with a hand grenade, rolled up 
such a favorable margin today in 
favor of granting Americans equal 
trading rights with Filipinos that 
one of the greatest foes of parity 
conceded the proposal had won. 

In Manila, official returns from 
273 of the city’s 530 precincts gave 
22,990 votes for parity and 8098 
opposed. 

Tloilo, the home town of Sen- 
ator Tomas Confesor who bitterly 
opposed parity, voted 42,840 in 
favor and 21,180 against. That 
result prompted Confesor to con- 
cede that the constitutional 
amendment had been ratified. 

Simeon Varela, 30 years old, died 
late tonight in Philippine General 
Hospital of wounds suffered dur- 
ing the hand grenade attack on 
Roxas by a Manila barber. The 
barber, on being arrested and 
brought fact to face with Roxas, 
was unrepentant, saying he would 
do it again if he had the chance. 

The barber, identified by police 
as Julio Guillen y Cuerpo, said 
he had hidden the grenade in a 
bag of peanuts and had thrown it 
at Roxas, but “unfortunately, my 
chair wobbled and my aim was 
not so accurate.” 

One source said he blamed 
Roxas for the country’s economic 
ills. Police called him a “crank.” 

(The United Press quoted Ma- 
nila Police Chief Lamberto Java- 
lera as saying that Guillen had 


named Amado Hernandez, acting | q 


chairman of the Philippine Con- 
gress of Labor Organizations, as 
the person who had helped him 
prepare a written confession. 
Hernandez denied any pavsticipa- 
tion in the assassination plot.)

Soviets Bungled Imperialist Role 
In Iran; Quick Collapse of Puppet 
Rule in Azerbaijan the Result 
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First Mistake Was Failure to Withdraw 
Troops by Treaty Date — Agents Were

TEHRAN, March 11. 


F the Russian attempt to capture Iran during the last year is 
any criterion, the Russians are highly incompetent imperialists, 
Iran has been a sort of laboratory experiment in the new Soviet 


technique of expansion, and according to competent observers here 
who watched the whole performance from beginning to end, the 


Russians bungled the job. 


Their worst mistake was their 
first, when they failed to with- 
draw their troops by the treaty 
date. This perfectly overt viola- 
tion of a treaty tipped the Rus- 
sian hand, and was a free gift of 


world suport to the Iranian case. |; 


But their first fumble was by no 
means their last. 


When the troops were finally 
withdrawn, the Soviets proceeded 
to flood Azerbaijan, the northern 
province which they chose as their 
first target, with agents. The. slo- 
gan was apparently quantity, not 
quality. Where 25 ood men 
would have done the job, the Rus- 
sians piled in somewhere between 
2000 and 5000 badly trained, poor- 
ly organized, undisciplined toughs 
who swarmed everywhere, mak- 
ing no attempt to conceal their 
mission, their new authority or 
their contempt for the inhabi- 
tants. According to first-hand evi- 
dence, there was not a really able 
man in the whole lot, with the 
possible exception of Jafer Pishe- 
vari, the puppet Premier, and 
Daneshyan, the army comman- 
er. 

Got Orders Dally. 


Pishevari had spent most of his 
life in Russia, being trained for 
his big moment, but he at least 
claimed to have been born in 
Azerbaijan. Yet the Russians 
never made any bones about Pis- 
hevari’s real status. Promptly at 
9 every morning his automobile 
drew up before the door of the 
Russian consulate at Tabriz. 
Everyone khew that Pishevari 
had arrived to receive his orders 
for the day. At every public func- 
tion, the Russian Consul unhesi- 
tatingly took the place of honor, 
and “sat there with his chest out, 
looking stern,” 

Again the Soviet propaganda 
machine was childishly incompe- 
tent. Perhaps the most amusing 
example is the episode of the 


Kurdish tribal chieftans. At first, 
the Soviets’ efforts to take advan- 
tage of the Kurdish autonomous 
movement in northern Iran had 
been meeting with some success. 
Then some bright propaganda ex- 
rt decided to clinch the matter 
with a Soviet propaganda film. 
Dutifully the leading Kurdish 
‘chiefs allowed themselves to be 
herded first to a reception and 
en to the film. 


The motion picture selected was 
one depicting the glories of the 
early days of the revolution in 
south Russia. It was liberally en- 
dowed with scenes showing the 
engaged populace shooting, hang- 
ing, stoning or otherwise dispos- 
ing of the local chiefs, Immediate- 
ly after the showing, a solemn 
conclave of Kurdish chiefs was 
called. In their blood they signed 
a compact to oppose the Soviets 
to the bitter end. 


The Basic Blunder. 

Yet not. the cleverest propa- 
garda could well have offset the 
basic Soviet blunder. They were 
playing for big stakes. Yet they 
failed to back their investment. 
They supplied Pishevari and his 
fellow stooges with arms, but only 
in exchange for wheat, sugar and 
other goods paid for at fixed low 
prices with printing press money. 
There was Misery in Azerbaijan, 
and real discontent, 

If the Russians had chosen to 
alleviate the misery and to im- 
prove the condition of the people 
at whatever cost, results not only 
in Iran but throughout the whole 
Middle East might have been elec- 
frifying. Instead Azerbaijan waa 
treated like a conquered provifice 
and stripped bare. The result was 
the garce of the one-day war, and 
the ludicrous collapse of the 
Soviet puppet regime.

Why the People Yawned 


St. Louis got a shock last ‘Saturday morning 
when it found that the voters had failed to ap- 
prove three proposals to give the schools addi- 
tional funds. This city has a record of devotion 
to education and of generosity to its school sys- 
tem, yet in this important election the drive for 
more funds failed. 

Why is this? In the first place, only a small 
proportion of the people went to the polls so, 
if the city as a whole is shocked, the voters can 
blame their own indifference. In the second 
place, while we are not going to attempt to settle 
the debate between Mayor Kaufmann and Mr. 
MeClain, the fact is that the whole campaign 
never got out of the doldrums. 

This newspaper supported the proposals, but 
it could not do so with high enthusiasm, It was 
stupid, to say the least, for the Board of Educa- 
tion to vote a big increase in pay for some of its 
high officials on the eve of the election. It was 
stupid not to take decisive action on such an- 
cient abuses as the Harris-Stowe job monopoly 
and the ban on married school teachers. It was 
stupid not to give assurance that its unbalanced 
salary system would be revised. In other words, 
as the Post-Dispatch said last Saturday: 

If the Board of Education had prepared 
the public for the election by placing in ef- 
fect several obviously needed and lo : 
layed reforms, the urgency 

pointed out by the press, enough 
might have felt differently about the 
to change the result. 

However, the reason for last week’s defeat lies 
far deeper. It lies in the fact that the Board 
of Education, as an institution, no longer com- 
mands public respect or confidence. There was 
a time when the St. Louis school system was fa- 
mous—when it produced great educational lead- 
ers like Louis Soldan, Susan Blow, William T. 
Harris, Calvin M. Woodward and Ben Blewett.

. undertakers and others who hoped to profit 


financially by their public position—and have 
often done 30. 

Three years ago—taking a long look backward 
and trying to take a leng look forward—this 


third objective, the first two have been left un- 
touched, The board still has a large and un- 


wieldy membership of 12, though a survey by 
the United States Office of Education shows the 


great majority of cities now have boards of from 


five to nine members, with seven the median 
number. 

It wes proposed that board members be se- 
lected according to the plan long since adopted 
for the election of Judges; that the members be 
appointed by the Mayor, from a list drawn up 
by a panel of representative citizens, with the 
public to vote on each member after, say, two 
years of his term have elapsed. 

These proposals have their shortcomings, but 
at least they did offer a plan which might have 
aided in restoring the School Board’s old 
prestige. Nothing has been done. St. Louis, so 
far as education is concerned, still has the same 
old seven-and-six. And, when School Board 
elections come along, the people, for the most 
part, yawn and stay at home. : 

Maybe last week defeat will stun the com- 
munity into some fundamental action for im- 
provement of the School Board; hence for im- 
provement of public education; hence for eager 
public interest, sympathy and support when 
more funds are asked. We hope so.

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The Woman of Fewer Words

Editorial replies to. Harvard Fellow's charge that the press the 
people get is pretty bad, and is just what they deserve; says our 
newspapers are more informative and useful than at any other time; 
as for making readers think, not even Harvard can always do that.

The warmth of the journalistic welcome 


‘that must be accorded the new quarterly, 


Mieman Reports, as a contribution to news- 
paper science is somewhat tempered by 
perusal of its first leading article, “What's 
Wrong With the Newspaper Reader?” 

The author, William J. Miller, implies 
that there is much wrong with the news- 
paper reader, that he is a dull fellow who 
does not like to think, and Mr. Miller sug- 
gests that American newspapers cater to 
that laziness. With a sophomoric cynicism 
rather unexpected in a Harvard Fellow, he 
describes the “perfect” newspaper as short, 
aimple, sexy and full of pictures with at 


least one fourth of its space devoted to 


sports, 

Such a newspaper, he predicts, will sell. 
If, in addition, it is also unprejudiced and 
unslanted, he remarks, the public will not 
mind. “The press the American people get 
today is pretty bad, and it is just what they 
deserve,” he writes, 

A Juvenile Generality 

That strikes us as a juvenile generaliza- 
tion on American newspapers and their 
readers, reminiscent of Mr. Seldes but lack- 
ing his labored documentation. Long be- 
fore the Nieman Fellowship was estab- 
lished at Harvard by the thoughtful legacy 
of a Milwaukee publisher, philosophers and 
educators had discovered man’s persistent 
congenital aversion to thinking. 


As a matter of fact, this practice of non- 


thinking is not confined to newspaper read- 
ers; it is found among radio listeners, bus 
riders, window gazers, movie-goers and 
politicians. | 

Man finds thinking hard, unpleasant, la- 
borious business. Yet there is some evi- 
dence that he does think. A good deal of 
his thinking, perhaps a great deal of it, is 
based on what he reads in newspapers. The 
newspaper, for all its shortcomings, pours 
out daily a great, heterogeneous stream of 
facts, events, ideas, opinions. Some of it 
is chaff. The reader sifts through it, ar- 
ranges, compares, sorts over, discards. 


What the Reader Finds 


If he does not find the torch of inspira- 
tion, the quickening phrase, the magic for- 
mula to set his brain into purposeful 
action, at least he finds among halftones, 
comic characters and box scores some of 
the days running history, the facts of life 
and, among the obits, man’s destiny. 

We do not agree with Mr. Miller that the 
American newspaper is “pretty bad.” We 
believe it better, more honest, more in- 
formative, more useful to society than the 
press of any other country or of any other 
period of history. 

As to making its readers think, we doubt 
that any institution has been completely 
successful. Even Harvard University, with 
all its learned professors and all its ac- 
cumulated wisdom and philosophy, some- 
times falls a little short in that noble un- 


dertaking. 


—And the Writer Who Thought So 
A Letter to the New York Herald Tribune 


One has indeed written a poor article if 
he has to write a second one to explain it. 
I seem to be in that position with my 
“What's Wrong With the Newspaper 
Reader” in the first issue of Nieman Re- 
ports, 

But in view of the fact that you quoted 
a few sentences out of their context and 
demolished them the following day with 
an editorial, “The Unthinking Reader,” per- 
haps you will permit the culprit, standing 
here as he is in your whipping dock, to 
make an “extension of remarks.” . 

Nine successive groups of Nieman Fel- 
lows chosen by Harvard University—most 
of them serious, earnest and constructive 
practitioners of our mutual craft—have 
spent a good part of their spare time at 
Harvard arguing the shortcomings of the 
American press. There has been a pretty 
general agreement, from group to group, 
that all too often a large segment of the 
press permits its economic and political 
biases to color and slant its treatment of 
the news, either by commission, omission 
er half-truth. : 


What I attempted to point out was that 
the reading public itself shares a good deal 
of the blame for the failure of the press 
generally to do a more honest and con- 
acientious job. I can think of no better 
way to illustrate the point than to do 80. 

Ever since World War II began the Her- 
ald Tribune, putting aside its domestic 
political axes, has concentrated on giving 
the American people the fullest, the most 
objective and the most honest reporting at 
home and abroad of which it and its staff 
were capable. I think almost every work- 
ing newspaper man would agree with me 
that the Herald Tribune has done an out- 
standing and virtually unique job during 
the continuing crisis in world affairs. 

What has been the result? According to 
the Editor & Publisher yearbooks, the New 
York Daily News entered the war period 
with a circulation of 1,880,370 and now has 
2,354,444. The Herald Tribune entered the 
same period with a circulation of 346,783 
and now has 358,813, If these facts disturb 
you as much as they do me, my article 
served its purpose. WILLIAM MILLER.

Tt isn’t too important after all to dis- 
cover that Professor Edman, an eclectic, 
calls for “a basic human o a 
return to “naive realism,” to basié 
simplicities of things proved by the ex- 
perience of the past and present. It isn’t 
very original to consider naturalistically 
that “time is the very element in\ which 
we move.” 

One cannot deny that much of book 
is enjoyable reading. A psychia for 
example, a character in one of the many 
dialogues in the book, makes a rather 
piquant observation in relating a case his- 
tory of a certain eminent lawyer, Edward 
Brodvue (obviously a pun), who suddenly 
drops everything to find a clear and con- 
sistent view of the world.

A Childish Error. 


To reduce all this to the phrase,

times to insist we Americans do 
not start anything that we cannot 
finish, | 

But commitments here — if I 
understand the word—mean pub- 
lic commitments. The suggestion 
geems to be that the United States 
should make known exactly what 

of the still-free world it 
intends to keep free—for instance, 
the Greek islands but not the 
Greek mainland. 

This would be a childish error. 
It would mean that the United 
States would be playing diplomatic 
poker with its cards on the table 
while Russia hugged its cards to 
Stalin's chin. It would be an invi- 
tation to Moscow to move in and 
take over all the areas we had 
announced we could not guaran- 
tee 


American public policy must be 
to oppose all aggression under the 
United Nations. It must further- 
more be to give direct aid, on 


appropriate terms, to such peoples 


should know—and never tell a 
living soul. It will necessarily 
vary with circumstances. The ad- 


tains the risk of trouble with the 
United States. 

Having established this elemen- 
tal principle as our policy, we can 
start creating the means to im- 
plement it. 

We need the most modern, mo- 
bile and hard-hitting armed force 
on the planet. It should be or- 
ganized, not about the infantry or 
about the aviation, but about 
scientific brains. Congressional 
appropriations for military pur- 
poses should not be too closely 
specified, 


More Than Money and Talk. 


Next, the President and the Sec- 
retary of State need to dispose of 
considerable funds. These should 
be voted by Congress in advance 
for the purpose of supporting free- 
dom in areas where it is being un- 
dermined by misery. 
debates each item here, the under- 
taking is condemned in advance. 
If Congress balks at a blank ap- 
propriation, then it might delegate 
control to a mixed House and Sen- 
ate committee small enough to 
keep a secret and empowered to 
authorize expenditure by the Pres- 
ident. 

Yet no amount of power and 
money, however loudly they talk, 
can by themselves preserve free- 
dom and democracy. Even more 
necessary is that the United States 
remain an example of a free and 
democratic society. If we fail her 
there will be no democratic worl 
order. 

Finally, we must get across to 
the miserable, blinkered, doubting 
and oppressed peoples of the world 
a correct picture of the United 
States and of American intentions, 

A policy like this would—I sub- 
mit—have an excellent chance of 
steering the world toward free 
democracy. I can see no other 
that will.

ECAUSE of an unfortunate accident of timing, the confirmation 
of Gordon Clapp to be chairman of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority has been treated as a kind of side show while the David

If the Clapp appointment had 
not come up until the smoke of 
the Lilienthal controversy cleared 
away, then it *

colors. In any 
objective light, 
zit must be seen 
as the advance- 
ment of a loyal 
and capable pub- 
lie servant. 

Clapp has 
been with the 
TVA since its 8 
inception in 1933. 8

has been general Gordon 
manager. The record established 
by TVA during the war is essen- 
tially Clapp's record. 

Some members of the Senate 
have come to realize the import- 
ance of considering the Clapp ap- 
pointment on its own merits. Sen- 
_ator Flanders of Vermont, one of 
the new Republicans in Congress, 
is one of these. 

Two weeks ago, Flanders an- 
mounced his intention of voting 
against Lilienthal. The Vermont 
Senator is a friend and admirer 
of Arthur E. Morgan, former TVA 
chairman who clashed with Lilien- 
thal over policy and prerogatives 
gome years ago.

A Ridiculous Smear. 


A vote against Clapp is in re- 
“ality a vote against TVA. That 
was more or less clear in the 
‘statements of Republicans and 
Democrats on the Senate Public 
Works Committee, who voted 7 
to 5 against his confirmation. 
Several of the opponents, in ex- 
plaining their stand, said that 
while Clapp had a good record, 
“they were opposed to anyone in 
favor of public power. This is a 
little tough on a man named to 
administer a public authority cre- 
ated by act of Congress, one func- 
tion of which is to develop power. 


If the Clapp appointment had 
mot been under the Lilienthal 
shadow, it would undoubtedly 
have gone through in routine 
fashion. Senator McKellar could 
have been counted on for his red- 
dervish dance, but that would 
have been routine, too. Thanks

TVA’s 
output was stepped up again and 
again to build thousands of bomb- 
ers and to provide prodigious 
amounts of power for the atomic- 
energy plant at Oak Ridge. Hun- 
dreds of contracts were signed 
and not once was there a single 
interruption due to labor trouble. 

Those who are against TVA and 
who will therefore vote against 
Clapp’s confirmation conveniently 
look around one very fact. 
Without the power of A, the 
war effort would have been seri- 
ously crippled. Even if you are

Linda Lee Seeks Annulment. 


LOS ANGELES, March 11 (AP) 
—Linda Wilson Owens, known in 
films as Linda Lee, has asked 
that her marriage to J. R. Owens, 
wealthy glass manufacturer, be an- 
nulled.

He said the fund raised would be 
used in part for “life-building pro- 
grams,” in part for mass settle- 
ment of Jews in Palestine, and 
in part for helping Jewish immi- 
grants in the United States to be- 
come adjusted, He @aid the work 
program in Germany would begin 
as soon as the details could be 
worked out with the United States 
Army.

CENSOR PASSES : 
NEW O'NEILL PLAY

Dialogue Called ‘Dirty’ Re- 
written to Satisfy De- 
troit Authorities. 


DETROIT, March 11 (AP)—Eu- 
gene O'Neill's new play, “Now for 
the Misbegotten” was given ap- 
proval by police censors today 
after tditing of the dialogue re- 
moved a threat to bar it. 

Inspector Charles Snyder, who 
had labelled its dialogue “dirty 
and risque,” expressed himself as 
satisfied following a conference 
with the play’s sponsors. He said 
they have agreed to rewrite some 
of the lines to which he objected 
— altering the theme of the 
play. 


SUGGESTION FOR CLOSER 
U.S, TIES WITH WORLD SCIENCE

Closer relationship with scien- 
tists of other nations was urged 
on members of the St. Louis sec- 
tion, American Chemical Society, 
last night at the Coronado Hotel 
by Dr. W. Albert Noyes Jr. of. 
the University of Rochester, presi- 
dent of the society. He was the 
principal speaker at the meeting, 
at which the Third Midwest Award 
of the St. Louis section was pre- 
sented to Dr. A. Wheeler Ralston, 
chemist of the Armour & Co. re- 
search laboratories, Chicago. 

In the past, Dr. Noyes said, 
scientists from the western Eu- 
ropean countries usually were the 
leaders in the international scien- 
tific organization,s since Ameri- 
cans took insufficient interest in 
their activities. Events of the past 
two weeks, he said, should convince 
all remaining doubters that inter- 
national leadership, held by the 
British since 1588, is passing to 
the United States; and he urged 
American scientists to be ready 
for their part in such leadership. 

The award to Ralston, „ gold 
medal, was presented by Milton IL. 
Herzog, chairman of the St. Louis 
section, after Dr. Henry Gilman 
of Iowa State College, a former 
teacher of Ralston, had reviewed 
the medal winner's life and work. 
The award was made in recogni- 
tion of Ralston’s achievements in 
synthesis of many new chemicals 
from fats and oils, including de- 
velopment of a new process for 
recovery of iron from low-grade 
ores.

Art of Pouring

OURING is the act of transferring a liquid, 
such as soup, milk, tomato juice or orange 
juice, from one container into another, 

The chief object in pouring is to make the 
liquid run into the new container, in direct op- 
position to its apparent determination to run 
down the side of the old container. The task is 
made increasingly difficult by persons who break 
down the morale of the pourer, shouting “Look 
out! Don't spill it.” 


THE leila i. care, will 
tilt the container gradually and methodically, 
which is the ideal situation for encouraging the 
liquid to run down the side. Had the pourer 
been left alone he might boldly have raised the 
old container and poured so fast the liquid would 
have had no chance to go otherwise than di- 
rected, 

The damage having been done, the pourer will 
have to accept the blame, calling attention to 
his error with exclamations of “S-f-f-f!"

T should be clear to any intelli- 

gent or humane person that it 

is mean and negligent to dis- 
miss any repeated or frequent 
complaint or ache or pain in joint 
or limb as “growing pains” and so 
refuse or deny the child the bene- 
fit of reasonable medical advice. 

In some instances such pains 
may be a manifestation of mild 
rheumatic fever—which, please re- 
member, is a streptococcus infec- 
tion and not a matter of cold, wet 
or “exposure.” 

In other instances such pains 
may point toward infected tonsils, 
and the child may cease to have 


the pains after removal of the ton- 


sile—by the comparatively safe 
and equally adequate Lvellpping“ 
or instantaneously slicing off the 
portions of tonsils obstructing the 
throat passage, and not, in my 
judgment, by the major operation 
known as i ane 


IN STILL other instances long- 
continued nutritional deficiency 
accounts for such pains—not in 
Asia or in the ravaged states of 
Europe, but here in Yankeeland 
in the well-to-do communities 
where people can afford to coddle 
themselves and indulge in ultra- 
refined and cheat food regardless 
of cost, 

First there is vitamin B de- 
ficilency—all the components of 
the B complex, especially B, (thia- 
mine). This, in my opinion, ac- 
counts for the complaint of ache 
or pain in the legs in many in- 
stances—ache or pain which, if 
the subject happens to be a child, 
purports to * LA pains.” 

* 


THEN THERE IS a still more 
prevalent nutritional definciency 
—fully as frequent among the 
well to do as among the poor— 
which, I beHeve, is the cause of 
suc’ pains in most instances in 
children as well as the complaint 
of leg cramps at night in mature 
adults, This is inadequate daily 
intake of calcium and vitamin D. 

Now I'll tell you what I'll do, 
folks. On written request, if you 
will kindly omit clippings and in-

RONICALLY, the ruler of this 
island concentration camp be- 
gan his penal career—which in- 

cludes 26 years as a warden—aé a 
fiery reformer pleading eloquently 
and effectively for greater efforts 
to rebuild the shattered lives of 
men behind bars. 

Johnston's introduction to penol- 
ogy was abrupt and unorthodox. 
A young store clerk who became 
a labor leader, he entered politics 
to support Hiram Johnson's cam- 
peign to break the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad's control of Cali- 
fornia’s government. When John- 
son was elected governor, bloody 
riots broke out in Folsom Prison. 

“I want you to take over as 
warden of Folsom and clean up 
the place,” Johnson told the young 
labor leader. . 

“But I don't know anything 
about prisons,” Johnston protested, 

“Good,” Governor Johnson 
snapped. “You won't have any- 
thing to forget. When can you 


Johnston arrived at Folsom with 
mixed emotions. They were fur- 
ther scrambled by a sizzling recep- 
tion. Prisoners howled profane 
and 
pounded slop buckets derisively. 

“You can have ‘em,” the out- 


going warden declared, and de- 
parted. Several guards turned in 
their resignations and followed, 

Maintaining an outward com- 
posure not matched his inner 
feelings, the new warden stalked 
into the cellblock alone, without 
any weapon but his courage, and 
asked individual convicts to tell 
him their grievances. The sur- 
prised prisoners told him plenty. 
Johnston listened, and promised to 
do something about it. 

Reforms came fast. ral 
punishment was abolished. Guards 
were no longer permitted to beat 
convicts. Food was improved, and 
better bathing facilities provided. 
A makeshift ventilating system 
was improvised to bring more air 
to stuffy cells. 

A prison farm was set up. In- 
mates toiling in the spirit-break- 
ing stone quarry discovered a new 
incentive — good work and good 
behavior meant “escape” to the 
fresh air and relative freedom of 
the farm, A start was made on 
a program of prison education. 
In informal talks, the warden 
persuaded his prisoners to look 
and plan ahead to the day when 
they could resume normal living 
on “thé outside.” 

Folsom was still a prison, and 
no numbered man was there by 
choice, but it was no longer a 
grim citadel of horror and de- 
spair, 

Johnston, reflecting on his work 
and contemplating further re- 
forms, Was yanked out of the post 
as precipitately as he had been 
tossed in, 


the state prison 
across the bay from San Fran- 
cisco. Governor Johnson named 
Johnston to succeed the warden 
there.

“I don’t know Kelly from any 
other man,” Johnston averred, 
“put if he comes here, he will 
probably remain until legally re- 
leased.”

“Out of Sight, Out of Mind.” 
60 12 out of sight is out of 


mind 
Is true of most we leave 
behind.” 

Those lines are by the Victorian 
poet, Aurthur Hugh Clough. But 
the old saying, for which a reader 
inquires, runs the gamut of well- 
known poets back to the ninth 
century, B. C. d it is as famil- 
lar in German, where it is “Aus 
den Augen, aus den Zinn” (Out of 
eyes, out of mind”). 

In the famous. “Imitation of 
Christ” Thomas A. Kempis in 1460 
wrote: “And when man is out of 
sight, quickly also is he out of 
mind.“ 


About a century later the saying 
in the exact form in which we use 
it today, “Out of sight, out of 


mind,” ‘apeared as one of the 


“Proverbes” of John Heywood. 
As it continued in circulation, of 
course, the idea was given, expres- 
sion by other poets important 
enough to survive for posterity. 
In the Sonnets of Sir Fulke Gre- 
ville, dating 1600 we find: “Out 
of mind as soon as out of sight.” 
And then to Sydney Smith, and 
Clough, and contemporary writers, 
The first recorded use of the 
words, which can also be trans- 
lated in the form with which we 
are familiar, “Out of sight, out of 
mind,” is found in the Odyssey of 
Homer, whe is dated in the ninth 
century, B.C.! And we cannot 
omit another great work of clas- 
sical antiquity, the Mediations of 
Marcus Aurelius, who wrote in the 
second century A.D.: “As soon as 
the breath is out of their bodies, 
it is ‘Out of sight, out of mind.’”

Water Pipe Troubles. 


Hk fact that water rusts pipes 
1 * long been an argument for 

reaching across a mahogany 
bar for a tall glass of non-rusting 
liquid, Without wishing to take 
sides, we offer a few items of in- 
terest on what water will do to 
pipes and what you can do about 


it, : 

Rust in iron water pipes is an 
old story to most householders. 
It attaeks all iron pipe and while 
galvanizing provides a pipe with 
more resistance against rust, 
eventually it gets in to impede the 
flow of water and weaken the 
metal. The only cure for a badly 
rusted pipe is to put in a new pipe. 
Brass and copper pipes are being 
used more and more these days be- 
cause of their resistance to rust. 
Also, their smooth interior allows 
a greater volume of water to flow 
through than would in an iron 
pipe of the corresponding size. But 


pipe. Water will leave mineral 
deposits on the inside of pipes 
that slow down the flow gf water.

Not All Born Equal’ 


Robinson 


E doesn’t believe in “coddling 


weaklings.” 
“There are no real weak- 


- lings”, he protests. “There are just 


hard working, worthy people and 
a lot of loafers and chiselers who 
deserve no consideration. All crim- 
inals and juvenile delinquents de- 
serve a swift kick and nothing 
more. They could all work just 
as hard as anyone else and achieve 
just as much if they really de- 
sired.” 

Quite an indictment. It must be 
refreshing to be so conscious of 
one’s own perfection that one can 
dismiss the rest of humanity with 
a sneer. And yet many intelligent 
people will share our cynical 
friend’s views. They too believe 
there are no weaklings ... that 
we're all born equal and if we act 
otherwise it's our own bad luck. 
Than which there could be no 
greater fallacy. We are not all 
born equal. Equality of man is 
only a phrase. It’s not a true con- 
dition under this or any other gov- 
ernment. 


WE ARE NOT all equally brave 
or wise or mature. We are not 
equally prepared to face the battle 
of life and the finest training on 
earth cannot offset this natural 
handicap, 


There's only one thing which ‘ 


can offset man’s inequality and 
that is — human tolerance and 
kindness. 

The ancient French had a name 
for it. They called it noblesse 


* 
oblige which literally translated 


means that rank imposes obliga- 
tion. 

Those ancient Frenchmen had 
no delusions about human equal 
ity. Daily they rode to and from 
their castles through masses of 
miserable beings, starved beggars, 
simple minded peasants, diseased 
and crippled wrecks who had been 
denied all decent opportunity from 
their very birth. 

Their feudal masters were not 
a particularly sentimental lot but 
they knew that mass misery 
meant bad luck for everyone. So 
they invented the code of noblesse 
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oblige and, as each great lord came 
into power, he assumed some of 
the burden of wretchedness which 
was his heritage. 

WE'RE a little better now, but 
not much, We still like to think 
that the other fellow is responsible 
for his own bad breaks and that 
we deserve all the medals for our 
superior good fortune. Only slowly 
and reluctantly are we beginning 
to see that life ia unequal for many 
from the start, and that those 
who have are deeply and spiritu- 
ally responsible for those who 
have not. 


Noblesse oblige — that’s more 
than an old French phrase. It's 
the basis of all civilized conduct 
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
